- The Cahuillas 

"If Majclla would not be afraid, 
I know a place, hich up on the 
mountain, whore no white man ha 
ever been, or ever will be. I fomd 
it when I was following a boar. the 
beast led mo up. It wos his homo, 
end I seid then it was fit hiding 
plrce for n man." 

Thus, according to Helen Hunt 
Jackson in "Ramona" 41lesandro de- 
scribes the volley that now bears 
his reel name: Juan Diczo Flat, 
which liss botwoen Cehuilla Mtn. 
and Little Cahuilla Mtn. LBoter when 
the couple moved to the valley to 
escape persecution by the white 
sottlers, Mrs. Jackson writos: 

"It was a wondrous valley. ‘the 
mountein seomed to have beon cleft 
to mike it. It lny noar midway to 
the top ond ren transversely in the 
mountain's side, its westerm or 
southwestern end beins many feet 
lower than the castern. Both tho 
upper and the leer onds wero closed 
by piles of rocks snd f-llon trees. 
The rocky summit of the mountain 
itsolf made the southorn wall; tho 
northern ws a spur, or ridge, 
necrly vorticnl----- Ph 

This wes publistcd 80 years agoy 
Think what chan-ss brave been mado 
within o bundrod miles. Dut how 
changoloss are tho mountnins! George 
Wharton James in "Throuch Reamonats 
Country (1908) shows a picture ofa 
treil used by Remona around Cahuilla 
Mtn. that looks cxactly_the sarc 
todsy. His picture of Ranona at 
her husbond's gravo in a little com 
ctery euarded by huge bouldors 


makes the scene casily identi- 
fied today. & headstone for 
Ramone has been rdded as woll cs 
stones and crosses for many of 
her relatives and neighbors. 

As Little Cahuille Mtn. is 
in the Sen Lornardino Nat'l. 
Frest, it will probably romain 
unchanged for some timc. Cahuilla 
Mtn., Juan Diego Flat, and the 
Tripp Plat arca const of the 
Cabuilla saddlic wero homostcad- 
od by the sons of Judso Tripp of 
San Jacinto. He was the pro- 
totype of Judze “cells -f tho 
Ramona story. The property was 
kept in the fomily until . fow 
yoars aro. Mr. Firestone of tm 
Tirs amd Rubber Co. flew vor 
Cabuilla Mtn. end Junn Dicgo 
Flat; ho liked it md bought ite 
Tripp Flat is now boing sub- 
divided. 

Dirt roads and trails now 
mks accoss to the Cahuillnas 
somewhnt easior thon whon 
4llssandro foll-wed the bear, 
but the unavoidable tanglos of 
brush near the summits remind 
ono of fAllesandro, "where no 
white man hrs cvor boon, or 
ever will be." (Ifo didn't know 
ust)
